The  re¬ 
port  was  presented  here  to  the  S.B.C.

tation.  Tho  emphasis  will  bo  directed  by 
Dr.  Merrill  D.  Moore.  The  Cooperative 
Program  ia  tho  Convention's  plan  tw 
raise  ton  million  dollars  for  Southern 
Convention  mission  needs  and  an  esti¬ 
mated  fourteen  million  for  state  institu¬ 
tional  needs.  Tho  Every  Member  Can¬ 
vass  is  the  plan  for  enlisting  pledges 
from  tho  Convention's  4,741,000  mem¬ 
bers.  Tithors  Enlistment  Visitation  is  a 
method  for  teaching  tithing  in  tho  homos 
ef  tho  people  by  moans  of  a  special 
prepared  turnover  chart.

Last  week  there  were  several  out- 
rtanding  and  important  meetings  held 
in  Nashville,  Tennessee.  It  was  the  time 
of  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  In  addition  to  that,  the  Sunday 
School  Board  met.  The  annual  meeting 
of  the  Baptist  Student  Union  Secre¬ 
taries  was  held.  A  meeting  of  the  Secre¬ 
taries  of  Evangelism  of  the  various 
statee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  was  conducted  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Mat¬ 
thews. 

A  special  committee  on  Promotion 
met  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  and  the  Committee  on  the 
Order  of  Business  for  the  next  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  met,  also.  You  can 
see  that  last  week  was  a  very  busy 
week  for  Southern  Baptists  and  state 
leaders  in  the  City  of  Nashville,  Ten¬ 
nessee. 

Spirit  of  Mon 

The  observation  which  was  most  im¬ 
pressive  to  the  writer  was  the  spirit  of 
the  men  who  were  present.  There  was 
a  deep  solemnity  among  us  all.  Never 
have  I  seen  such  a  spirit  to  prevail 
among  our  leaders  as  did  during  those 
days.  The  weight  of  the  world  was  upon 
the  shoulders  of  us  all.  The  acute  con¬ 
dition  of  our  country  and  the  world  was 
constantly  referred  to.  More  time  was 
spent  in  prayer  than  I  have  ever  wit¬ 
nessed  before  in  such  meetings.  Our 
utter  dependence  upon  God  and  His 
leadership  and  guidance  was  reflected 
upon  constantly. 

Certainly,  we  can  make  spiritual  pro¬ 


gress  with  that  kiqd  of  spirit  and  with 
that  kind  of  leadership.  To  anyone  who 
has  any  doubts  concerning  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  life  has  only  to  attend  such  meet¬ 
ings  to  have  every  doubt  removed. 
Our  leaders  are  great  spiritual  men. 
They  are  men  who  believe  in  prayer. 
They  are  men  of  faith  and  hope.  They 
are  men  who  have  no  defire  to  “wreck 
or  ruin.”  They  are  men  who  desire  to 
cooperate  in  the  major  things. 

Evangelism 

For  two  days  and  two  nights,  the 
state  Executive  Secretaries  and  the 
Secretaries  of  Evangelism  of  the  states 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met. 
Much,  time  was  spent  in  prayer  and 
planning  for  the  Evangelistic  Crusade 
to  be  held  in  the  churches  east  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  March  25-April  8.  The 
men  from  west  of  the  Mississippi  River 
gave  to  the  others  the  benefit  of  their 
experience  during  1950.  The  conferences 
were  most  helpful  and  stimulating.  It  is 
obvious  that  great  plans  are  being  made 
in  all  of  the  states. 

Mississippi  Report 

It  was  possible  for  the  Mississippi 
Executive  Secretary  to  report  that  every 
association  in  our  state  has  at  least  a 
Chairman  of  Evangelism  and  that  all 
but  five  of  the  associations  have  com¬ 
pleted  the  organization  of  their  Steering 
Committees.  Many  associations  are  hav¬ 
ing  regular  meetings  to  make  careful 
plans  in  regard  to  having  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  Crusade  in  their  association.  Such 
plans,  promotion,  and  prayer  will  bring 
spiritual  results,  we  know.  •

Jesus  The  Center  Of  All 

A  sermon  preached  by  Dr.  W.  E.  Prout, 
pastor  First  Baptist  Church,  Shelby, 
Mississippi,  before  the  Bolivar  County 
Baptist  Association. 

EDITOR’S  NOTE:  Because  of  certain 
deletions  made  In  the  copy  which  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Issue  of  Dec.  7  that  might 
have  rendered  parts  of  it  unclear  we 
are  publishing  the  full  text  of  the  ser¬ 
mon. 

Introduction:  Always  it  is  well  for  ns 
to  come  back  to  Jesus  the  center  of 
life.  1  realize  full  well  that  I  am  ad¬ 
dressing  people  who  are  the  piain  stays 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  Bolivar  Coun¬ 
ty.  But  I  realize  the  ever  present  danger 
of  even  our  losing  sight  of  Jesus  as  the 
real,  vital,  central  figure  about  whom 
and  for  whom  our  entire  effort  hinges. 

Peter  wrote  his  epistle  to  stir  up  the 
minds  of  the  people,  Christian  people, 
if  you  please— Why?  In  order  that  they 
might  not  forget  where  their  first  al¬ 
legiance  was. 

May  I  point  you  to  sorrte  scripture 
passages.  First,  you  will  remember 
Jesus  had  asked  his  disciples,  “who  do 
men  say  that  I  am  ’,  and  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  various  answers.  But  to  his  in¬ 
quiry,  “But  who  do  you  say  that  I  am?” 
Peter  responded,  "Thou  art  the  Christ 
the  Son  of  the  living  God.’’  Whereupon 
Jesus  lauded  Peter  and  said,  “Flesh 
and  blood  hath  not  revealed  this  unto 
you,  but  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.” 
The  confession  of  Jesus  as  the  Son  of 
God  was  established  by  Jesus,  himself, 


as  the  very  foundation,  the  bedrock  of 
the  Church.  (Matthew  16:  13-17)  The 

Ethiopian  Eunoch  confessed  before  Phil¬ 
ip  almost  in  identical  words.  “I  believe 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  the  Son  of  God.” 
(Acts  8.37)  Paul  professes  vehemently 
that  he  became  foolish  in  order  that 
none  could  glory  in  his  wisdom,  but  that 
Jesus  would  be  central  and  glorified. 
He  says,  "I  endeavored  not  to  know 
anything  among  you  except  Jesus  Christ 
and  Him  Crucified.”  (I  Cor.  2. Iff). 

John  in  Revelation  reminds  us  con¬ 
stantly  that  Jesus  is  the  beginning  and 
the  end.  the  alpha  and  the  omega  of 
life.  (Rev.  1:8,  17:  22:13).  I  would  like 
to  sow  one  other  scriptural  seed  before 
going  on.  Jesus  said  to  his  disciples  as 
he  sent  them  forth  with  the  great  Com¬ 
mission,  "All  power  is  given  me  in 
heaven  and  on  earth,”  and  also.  ”Lo. 
I  am  with  you  always  even  to  the  end 
of  the  age.”  (Matthew  28:  18-20). 

Now.  I  would  like  for  you  to  think 
with  me  along  three  lines:  the  need  for 
the  centrality  of  Jesus  in  the  church,  in 
the  nation  and  in  the  individual.  I  think 
I  do  no  injustice  in  placing  the  individual 
at  the  place  of  prominence  because  I 
believe  that  is  where  Jesus  placed  him. 
He  died  for  a  world,  but.  more,  he  died 
for  a  world  of  lost  sinners. 

I.  The  need  for  the  centrality  of  Jesus 
in  our  churches  has,  perhaps,  never 
been  greater. 

1.  This,  our  time,  is  a  time  when  we 
are  seeing  many  movements  toward  the 
unification  of  the  Evangelical  churches. 
I  prefer  Evangelical  because  we.  as 
Baptists,  have  never  considered  our¬ 
selves  properly  described  by  the  name 
Protestant.  This  tendency  is  attested  to 
by  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches,  the 
uniting  of  minor  groups  into  one  group, 
the  several  mergers  of  local  churches  to 
form  one  church,  the  desire  for  the 
uniting  of  the  Northern  and  Southern 
Baptist  Conventions,  on  the  part  of  some 
of  the  leaders,  the  discussed  merger 
of  the  Disciples  and  the  Northern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  the  strong  feeling  to¬ 
ward  ecclesiasticism  manifest  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance, 
the  prior  uniting  of  the  Northern  and 
Southern  Methodist  Churches — these  ef¬ 
forts  in  themselves  evidence  one  thing, 
in  particular  to  my  mind,  and  that  is 
the  reliance  of  religious  groups  on  the 
strength  of  numbers  and  not  on  the 
strength  of  Christ.  God  forbid  that  Je¬ 
sus  and  his  Divine  power  be  relegated 
to  a  position  of  secondary  importance. 
God  bring  Jesus  back  and  Ekithrone  him 
in  the  minds  and  souls  of  our  churches.

My  brethren,  expediency  can  often 
be  very,  very  dangerous.  It  Is  well  to 
see  C&rist  as  Lord  again  and  again  and 
keep  our  eyes,  our  minds,  our  hearts, 
our  lives,  and  our  souls  fixed  on  Him 
or  else  we  may  wander  away. 

In  hanging  a  picture  the  other  day  I 
found  an  example.  My  wife  from  a  dis¬ 
tance  had  properly  aligned  the  picture 
with  my  finger  substituting  for  the  nail. 
When  all  the  proper  placing  bad  been 
completed  it  was  necessary  for  me  to 
reach  for  the  hammer  and  the  nail  at 
the  same  time.  Lacking  more  than  two 
hands,  I  had  to  move  my  finger  from 
the  spot  without  marking  It.  I  had  done 
It  before  by  watching  that  exact  spot. 
This  time  I  looked  down  to  get  the  nail 
and  when  I  looked  back  I  didn't  see  the 
right  spot.  I  was  close,  but  not  close 
enough  and  the  picture  was  off.  If  you 
have  a  wife  you  know  what  that  meant. 

The  moral  of  that  story  Is  not  that 
you  should  not  have  a  wife  to  keep  you 
in  line,  but  K  is  that  we  should  be  ex¬ 
tremely  careful  about  taking  our  eyea 
off  Jesus  in  our  Church  life. 

lei  us  foster  every  agency  of  our 
church,  our  denomination,  but  let  us 
continue  constantly  and  vigilantly  to  use 
them  to  uplift  the  Christ  and  not  Christfs 
Church — for  the  church  is  but  the  ser¬ 
vant  of  the  Christ. 

II.  The  great  need  for  the  centrality 
of  Christ  in  national  life. 

1.  A  nation  is  not  conquered  until  the 
minds  swear  allegiance  and  the  hearts 
respond  with  allegiance.  That  means 
that  do  amount  of  arms,  or  power,  or 
bombs,  or  police  force,  or  law  can  bring 
peace  on  earth,  for  the  unrest  In  the 
conquered  will  emerge  in  a  time  of 
weakness  of  the  conqueror  so  that  they, 
the  conquered,  will  become  the  con¬ 
querors.  That  does  not  mean  that  we  as 
a  nation  should  not  be  prepared  to  de¬ 
fend  our  nation  and  Its  precious  heri¬ 
tage.  I  am  not  an  Idle  dreamer  who 
envisions  a  pacifistic  way  of  life.  These 
things  of  preparedness  and  even  a  scrap 
are  necessary  to  defend  ourselves.

from  our  church  and  national  life  re¬ 
flects  the  lack  of  the  centrality  of  Jesus 
in  the  individual  life. 

2.  The  individual  is  the  only  unit  of 
salvation — not  a  Nation,  not  a  state,  not 
a  bouseho^,  not  two,  but  the  single 
individual.  Each  individual  will  be  held 
accountable  to  God  for  his  relationship. 
Jesus  in  providing  the  way  of  salvation 
based  man's  response  on  the  indiviual 
right  to  believe.  He  imposed  on  man  no 
other  persons  choice.  The  great  chal¬ 
lenge  to  Christian  people  is  to  win  the 
Individual  to  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The 
emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the 
"Ones”  for  it  is  only  through  them  that 
we  will  win  the  great  victories  for  God. 
Jesus  chose  his  disciples  on  an  individual 
basis,  and  he  expects  his  disciples  to 
continue  to  win  them  on  that  same  bas¬ 
is.  His  great  commission  was  to  Judea 
first  and  Bolivar  County  is  our  Judea. 
There  are  many  that  tfre  lost,  but  we 
can  win  Bolivar  County  for  Christ  if 
we  will  go  back  and  win  them  one  by 
one.  That  is  the  only  way  it  can  be  done, 
one  by  one. 

3.  May  I  remind  you,  also,  that  Jesus 
is  the  only  way  of  salvation.  There  is 
none  other  name  under  Heaven  whereby 
a  man  might  be  saved  other  than  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ.  There  Is  nothing 
else  to  it  beyond  the  faith  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  Son  of  the  Living  God.  Sal¬ 
vation  is  not  of  the  church  nor  any  rite 
performed  by  the  church,  but  K  Is  whol¬ 
ly  of  Jesus  Christ.  If  we  are  not  cautious 
time  may  reveal  that  the  simple  mes¬ 
sage  of  Jesus  has  become  complex  and 
be  is  not  as  central  as  we  might  have 
thought.  Hold  him  central  and  alone. 
Preach  him  as  central,  as  alone,  as 
the  one  worthy  of  Glorifying  and  as  the 
one  Savior  of  the  Individual  soul,  and, 
thus,  of  the  world. 
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But  men  are  defying'  the  state,  de- 
praliang  and  degrading  man;  defiling 
K  defying  the  name  of  God.

Joseph  and  Mary  were  living  at  Naz¬ 
areth  in  Galilee,  but  the  home  of  their 
ancestors  was  Bethlehem  in  Judea.  So 
Joseph  with  Mary  wemt  back  to  Bethle¬ 
hem  and  were  there  when  Jesus  the 
Christ  was  born  of  Mary,  thus  fulfilling 
the  prophecy:  ‘Thou,  Bethlehem  Ephra- 
thah.  which  art  little  to  be  among  the 
thousands  of  Judah,  out  of  thee  shall 
o^e  come  forth  unto  me  that  is  to  be 
ruler  in  Israel;  whose  goings  forth  are 
from  of  old,  from  everlasting.”  (Micah 
4:2). 

The  story  of  the  birth  of  Jesus  la  • 
very  old  story,  perhaps  the  best  known 
itvry  in  the  world.  We  do  not  know  many

God  was  about 
to  send  another  and  new  kind  of  peace
